Amos F. Moore, of Polo, read an ex 
cellent paper on “ H orticulture 
00 the 
F a rm .” 
O ut of a forty-odd years ex ­ 
perience in farm ing in 
this vicinity, 
he advised the planting of fruit-trees 
sm all fruit on every farm, and showed 
tha t, notw ithstanding the impression 
to the contrary, tha t with intelligent 
selection and proper culture, fruit in 
gre a t variety and gt>od quality can he 
profiably raised in N orthern Illinois, 
His own oreh *rd over aged him a re ­ 
turn of $100 per aere annually. 
Never 
buy trees of a stranger was his advice. 
A few days ago a 
peddler had told 
him tha t from four customers he had 
m ade a cash profit of 
1000. 
Mr. Cutta, of Freeport, has a b lac k ­ 
b erry patch which briugs him # 400 per 
acre. 
A. W. Brayton. of Mt. Morris, 
has a berry patch of a 
i 
acre from 
which he sold 
2.1 bushels of b erries for 
$’' 0, giving him *5 an 
hour for 
his 
labor, and he says if he 
bad but 
twelve hours more work 
on it 
he 
would have nearly double the am ount 
of berries. 
T he fruit trees and vines 
with the land and fix tures in Illinois 
are worth not less than * 
00,000,000. 
Ten to tw enty thousand dollars are 
paid out annually for trees and vines 
tha t are worthless. P lant nothing new 
unless recommended by the directors of 
the ex perim ent stations a t L anark 01 
Marengo. 
P la nt on soil well drained 
and not too rich. 
P ut the ground in 
the same condition 
us for 
crops 
P la nt troes 25 feet a part each 
way. 
Put on no w ater after planting. 
Soak 
off the puddling of thick clay, giving 
the young roots free access to the soil. 
In prunning, thin out the top, tha t 
the sun’s rays may reach the fruit. 
Don’t let the branches ta r t near the 
ground. T ra in the branches one above 
thoothe r a nd avoid largecrotchcsw hich 
retain moisture 
C ultivate your o 
c hard five or six years in 
potatoes or 
corn, then seed to red clover. 
Don’t 
force young troes. 
It is hotter for 
them to grow slowly. 
M ulch a young 
orchard the 
1st of August, to a rre st 
evaporation in the soil. 
W hen the 
blossoms a r e falling sta rt the sprayer 
with four ounces of London purple to 
fifty 
gallons 
of 
w ater 
adding 
two 
gallons 
of fresh 
milk 
lime 
strained. 
Spray nex t when the friut is 
as large as peas, and u„.un when tin* 
size of walnuts. 
T his spraying, Mr. 
Moore declared to be tin* k eynote of 
his success in fruit culture. 
For pears, 
plums, cherries, grapes, A , he uses 
four pounds of blue vitro!, four pound* 
of fresh lime to fifty gallons of water; 
and mix es this with London purple for 
scabs on apples. 
Has had no trouble 
with scabs since using this 
m ix ture, 
put on with a home made sprayer. 
His orchard averages him about 
$100 
per acre per year. 
For sum m er apples 
he raises the Nonpariel or early 
N on ­ 
such, and the Duchos of O ldenburgb; 
for fall the W ealthy, Snow and the 
Haas. 
Has several winter varieties on 
trial 
T he farm er can have fruit on 
his table in some form thre e times a 
day, three hundred and six ty-five days 
in the year, with very little labor, if 
tha t labor is intelligently 
ex p en d ed . 
Science tells us tha t it is one of the most 
wholesome of foods and a-» an aid to 
digestion it discounts all patent nos* 
trorns. 
T his ex cellent and practical paper 
called out many question; some of the 
replies to w hich in brief a r e a s follows: 
P la nt orchard trees not m ore than 25 
feet apart. 
A verage profitable life of 
apple trees is not more than 25 years. 
H ave planted a new orchard every t**ri 
yours. 
Sold last year from a row of 
plum trees four rods long, $-t() worth of 
fruit. 
S praying has a good effect on u 
tre e ’s healthfulness 
um well as k eeping 
the fruit c le a r of worms. 
Have not 
had much success with w inter apples 
in this clim ate. 
O rc hard ing can Is* 
m ade profitable In N orthern ItlinnL: 
if ten years younger would set out loo 
acres of apple trees for fruit.
